The administration’s federal incorporation 
bill, a measure of tremendous importance to 
the business interests of the country, has 
been obtained by Tu Turn It will be 
introduced in congress during the next, few 
days. 

The bill provides that any five or more per- 
gona, citizens of the United States, and 2 
years of age and upward, may form a corpo- 
ration to engage in interstate trade. The per- 
sons uniting to form such corporation shal! 
make and subscribe articles of association, 
which shall specifically set forth: 

First—The name of the proposed corpo- 
ration, with the addition of the words 
“national incorporation” as the last 
words thereof, which name shall be sub- 
ject to the approval of the commissioner 
of corporations. . 

Second—The place in which the prin- 
‘cipal business office of the corporation is 
to be situated, designated as state, terri- 
tory, or district, and the particular county, 
and city, town, or village. 

Object Must Be Stat zd. 

Third—The object for which the pro- 
posed corporation is to be established, 
stating the general nature of the inter- 
state or international trade or commerce 
which ft is formed to carry on. 

Fourth—The amount of the capital 
stock of the proposed corporation, which 
shall not be less than $100,000, and the 
amount with which it is to begin busi- 
hess, which shall not be less than $10,000, 

and whether or not any part of the cap- 
ital stock is to be contributed in property 
other than money, and, if so, the amount 
of such part.

Seventh—The period, if any, limited for 
the duration of the company, not exceed- 
ing fifty years. 

Information Must Be Full. 

Eighth—Any other provision which the 
incerporators may choose to insert in the 
articles for the regulation of the 
and the conduct of the affairs of the cor- 
poration, and any provisions defining. 
limiting, and regulating the powers of the 
corporation, its officers, directors, or 
stockholders, or of any class or classes 
of stockholders, provided such provisions 
be approved by the commissioner of cor. 
poration as not inconsistent with this 
act or with any other act of congress. 

Ninth—The fact that the articles are 
made to enable such persons to avail 
themselves of the advantages of thés act. 

Tenth—The names and places of resi- 
dence of the respective subscribers to 
the articles and the number of shares 
which’ each of them agrees to take in the 
corporation, which must aggregate not 
less than the amount specified in the arti- 
cles as that with which the corporation is 
to commence business. 

The articies of association must be ac- 
knowledged and authenticated before and by 
an officer authorized to acknowledge deeds 
for purposes of record. 

Commissioner to Examine. 

Section 8 of the bill makes it the duty of 
the eee ts of corporations to examine 
the articles, “if not gontrary to the re- 
quirements of the act and not in violation of 
any other act of congress hesha!ll, upon pay- 
ment of the fees provided in the act, file the 
said articles in his office ang record the same 
in a book to be kept by him for the purpose, 
and upon proof satisfactory to him that the 
amount of capital with which the corpora- 
tion ig to commence business has been paid 
in cash to the treasurer named in the arti- 
cles, he shall thereupon issue a copy of said 
articles, so filed, together with the certificate 
that the incorporators have complied with 
all the provisions of the law and have become 
and are a national corporation.”

Id, III., Jan. 11.—{Special.}—Direct 
plurality primaries won a victory in the 
senate committee on primary elections late 
this afternoon. The old Oglesby law, reme- 
died to suit the Supreme court as to the legis- 
lative section and the registration section, 
was ordered reported to the senate. 

Senator John Dailey of Peoria tonight re- 
ported it into the senate and tomorrow it will 
be called up and advanced to third reading if 


the program of the administration senators 


is successful. 

This victory for the administration, coupled 
with the clean cut defeat of the opponents 
of waterway legislation achieved by Senator 
Schmitt and the administration senators, has 
given the allies of Gov. Deneen much joy. 
The administration forces now believe the 
governor's program will go through the 
senate without slipping a cog. 

The Republican senators were called into a 
conference immediately upon the adjourn-— 
ment of the senate. An effort was made to 
secure an agreement upon the primary law 
with a view to forcing a final vote at once. 
No agreement had been reached when the 
conference adjourned late tonight. 

The Cook county organization convention 
bill suffered à humiliating defeat. Senator 
John Humphrey, presenting the Campbell- 
Weber-Pease-Shepard-soapbox contrivance 
as a substitute for the amalgamated direct 
primary bills, was its only sponsor and 
only senator in the committee of eighteen 
who voted for it. The senators kicked it 
babe ge a quiver inte the legislative garbage 


The committee bill presented by Senator 
Dailey is a composite measure embracing 
the administration bills drawn by Senator 
Jones and the others whigh have been in- 
troduced in the senate, notably the original 
bill which was drawn by Senator Dalley. 

Accepting as a general proposition that the 


not hit by the Supreme justices would stand 
the test again, the committee readopted the 
Oglesby law, section for section, with the ex- 
ception of sections 11 and 44. 


Changes from Oglesby Bill. 

As the senate bill now stands it is precisely 
the same law as that under which the 
primaries .of 1908 were held, except as fol- 
lows: 

Senatorial committees may recommend the 
number of candidates to be nominated for 
the house of representatives in the respective 
districts, but the voters, by direct vote, shall 
indicate whether there shall be one, two, or 
three candidatcs nominated, and. the law of 
pluralities shall determine this issue. 

The voters then have the right to cumu- 
late their votes, as in the general election, 
between the candidates upon the ticket. 

There shall be what is tantamount to a 
revision of the registration prior to each 
primary. Voters unregistered may file 
proper affidavits with the election commis- 
sioners, and the election commissioners pro- 
ceed with suspect notices and registry re- 
vision just as at the regular registrations. 

No emergency clause is attached to the 
bill, and it is evidently not the expectation 
of the primary law forces to have the law 
if passed, applied to the coming spring elec- 
tio 


ns. 

Under the bill as it comes from the senate 
committee, the 1910 primaries for the nom- 
ination of state, congresaional,. legislative, 
and county officers is set for Aug. 9. 


More Important Changes Made. 

The most important changes as provided in 
the amendment are given herewith: . 

At least thirty-three days rior to the 
April primary the senatorial ommittee of 
each political party shall meet and by reso- 
lution suggest the number of candidates to 
be nominated by their party at the primary 
for representatives in the general assembly. 
A copy of said resolution shall, within five 
Gays thereafter, be filed with the secretary 
of state and the county clerk of each county 
in the senatorial district. 

In ali primaries for the nomination of can- 
didates for representatives in the general 
assembly, each primary elector may cast 
three votes for one candidate, or may dis- 
tribute the same, or equal parts thereof, 
among the candidates as he shall see fit. 

The number of candidates to be nominated 
by any political party for representatives in 
the general assembly shall be determined by 
the primary electors of the respective parties 
in the manner following: 

(A) On the primary ballot immediately 
under the title of the office, representative 
in the general assembhy, shall be printed 
the following propositions: — 

I vote for the nomination of— 

Ones candidate 

Two candidates. 

Three candidates. 

{The primary elector indicating his choice 
of the number of candidates for representa- 
tive in the general assembly to be nominated

() If a croes shall be placed in the squares 
preceding more than one of such propositions 
such ballot shall not be counted for either of 
suck propositions.

(D) The proposition receiving the highest 
number of votes shall, by the state primary 
canvassi board, be declared carried and

| Provisions for Larger Cities. 


In cities having a board of election commis- 
sioners, the following additional regulations 
shall be applicable: 

In such cities only the voters, registered as 
herein provided, shall be enti to vote at 
such primary. The registra pre- 
pared for and used at the election then next 
preceding shall be used for the primary, and 
any person therein registered shall be entitled 
to vote at the primary unless he shall have 
removed from the election precinct or become 
otherwise disqualified. 

Any person whose name does not appear on 
the registry books, who is, or shall, at or be- 
fore the primary, hecome a primary elector 
of the precinct in which he desiree to vote 
shall be entitled to vote at such primary, by 
filing, with the board of electi on- 
ers, twenty days prior to a an am- 
da vit or affirmation. specifying the facts 
showing that on the date of such primary he 
will be a legally qualified primary elector in 
the precinct in which he desires to vote. 

At least five days prior to the date of the 
primary, the board of election commissioners 
shall cause to be posted at each polling place 
in each precinct, in a book substantially in 
the form now used for verification ats 
under the general election laws of this state, 
the name and address of each primary elector 
who has been registered for the primary by 
having filed an affidavit, or affiliation, as 
above set forth. 

The bill then provides for challenging of 
the rights of persons to vote at the primaries 
through written complaint. The election 
board shall sit to hear such complaint and 
where names are stricken off such persons 
may later and before the primary have a 
hearing before the county judge, who will 
determine the question in each case. Pro- 
vision is also made for final appeal to the 
State Supreme court. 


Shurtleff Tries Backfire. 


Speaker Shurtleff fired a surprise package 
into the house by offering a bill of his own 
and throwing down the gauntlet to the direct 
primary advocates. It is well understood 
now that Speaker Shurtleff and a big element 
in the house will stand opposed to any such 
bill as the senate is about to send across 
the rotunda. 

The Shurtleff bill. provides for nomination 
by convention of all state, congressional, 
judicial, and legislative officers. Delegates 
to these conventions would be elected by 
ballot, as under the old 1006 law, from dele- 
gate districts te be laid out by election com- 
missioners, county commissioners, or boards 
of supervisers. The 1910 primaries would 
be held in the first week in September. All 
primaries would be held upon the same day. 

The speaker does not provide for tae nom- 
ination of county officers in his bill. When 
he took the floor this morning in its defense 
he threw out this defi to Representatives 
Hull, ApMadoc, Wilson, King, and others 
of the administration leaders: 

“If you will vote for this bill I will vote 
for a bill which Mall provide for the nom- 
ination of county o als by direct plurality 
primaries. I am op d to direct primaries 
for offices higher tha unty offices.”’ 

To thie the speaker subsequently added 
this strong and daring postscript: 

Before I will vote for a direct primary 
law I will vote for a law which will cut out 
the party circle and make only one election. 
I will support such a bill as has beer intro- 
duced in this house, which is much more 
safe and sane than any direct primary bill 
which has been suggested. How many of 
you are with me on that?

O. K.’d by Park Commission. 

John Barton Payne set at rest the reports 
that the south park commissioners are com- 
bating the proposal to create the island 960 
feet by 2,000 feet, as provided in the pending 
bill. . 

“I am a south park commissioner myself, 
and I believe the museum trustees and the 
south park commissioners are working to- 
gether in complete harmony,” said Mr. 
Payne. The bill provides that the island 
shall be only 100 feet from the mainland, and 
a bridge will span the distance. Eventually, 
in all probability, the museum site will be- 
come a part of Grant park.“ 

Mr. Payne said the museum trustees are 
contending in the courts that the Montgom- 
ery Ward easement does not work against 
the museum site, and furthermore that’ he 
was satisfied Mr. Ward would not object to 
the building of the museum in Grant park 
provided that there are no other buildings 
constructed. 

“We simply want to be sure of our 
ground,“ said Mr. Payne, and that is why 
we urge this bill. We do not wish to lose 
this bequest which has been made to the 
people.“ 


Skiff Also Explains. 

The point was raised that the museum now 
has a site in Jackson park. Mr. Skiff replied 
to this question. 

We are housed in a structure which has 
been built since the days of the world's 
fair,“ he said. We are unable to insure the 
immense property which now is there, and 
there is the chance of a disaster or a fire at 
any time.

SENATORS VOTE $50-000 GIFT 
TO CHERRY MINE SUFFERERS. 


Committee Reports Favorably on Appro- 
priation for Relief—Wrangie Causes 
House Members to Defer Action. 


Springfield, III., Jan. 1L—|Special —The 
senate committee on appropriations this aft- 
ernoon agreed toa bill appropriating $50,000 
for the relief of the sufferers at the Cherry 
mine disaster. The committee bill is a com- 
promise between different elements and pro- 
vides that the money shall be expended un- 
der the direction of the state board of admin- 
istration of public charities, of which Law- 
"ence F. Sherman is the head. 

The house committee at the same time was 
in a stiff argument. in which many charges 
and cross charges were made as to what had 
happened in the way of relief at Cherry. 

Ernest P. Bicknell of the American Red 
Cross, Prof. Graham Taylor of the state min- 
ing investigation commission; Duncan Mmc- 
Donald, state president of the United mine- 
workers; and J. 8. Walker of Danville, rep- 
resenting the organized miners, became en- 
gaged in a controversy with Representative 
Cermak and Representative Sollitt over the 
way the relief funds had been handled. 

The argument developed into a fuss over 
the cause of the Cherry disaster. President 
McDonald declared that e had not been in 
a coal mine in the state within the last two 
years in which the state laws were not being 
violated deliberately by the operators. 

Frof. Graham Taylor said that he had 
heard every word of the testimony produced 
at the Cherry inquest and that he was con- 
vinced that the accident was totally inex- 
cusable from any standpoint.’ 

Mr. Bicknell estimated that there now is on 
hand in the actual cash supply of the various 
relief funds approximately $160,000. He 
states that it is the intention to create a trust 
fund for the widows and children and sug- 
gests that the state appropriation be devoted 
to this fund.

Oarpenter, Out of a Job; Cannot Resist 
Temptation to Cause Damage to Wal- 
dorf-Astoria Hotel.

Springfield, III., Jam. 11.—[Special.]—Boost- 
ers for the bill 
of government to lLilinois cities achieved a 
signal victory today. The senate committee 
on municipalities ordered a ta vorable report 
upon the bill introduced by Senator John 
Dailey of Peoria. The measure was reported 
to the senate tonight, and it is probable the 
senate will pass it this week. . 

A strong delegation of business men from 
eleven Illinois cities appeared before the 
committee in behalf of the bill. There was 


‘no demand for a roll call, and the vote by 
which a favorable report was ordered was 
‘practically unanimous. «+... 

“These cities were represented in the lobby 
which. supported the bill: Peoria, Rockford, 
Joliet, Rock Island, Decatur, Springfield, 
East St. Louis, Centralia; Galesburg, Otte- 
wa, and Moline. — 


Argument by A. W. Thomas. 

The argument necessary was made by A. 
W. Thomas, chairman of the organization, 
which was perfected last fall at the Peoria 
conference of representatives of Illinois cities. 
Harry Pindell of Peoria also addressed the 
committee. : 

Senator Barr of Joliet, who is handling the 
measure, moved that the bill be reported to 
the senate with the recommendation that it 
pass. He submitted sight amendments. One 
of them cured the defect as to registration 
discovered at the recent Springfield roundup 
of the campaign committee. 4 

The other amendment referred to the sal- 
aries of the mayor and commissioners and 
was so changed as to provide for salaries as 
follows: . 

For cities between 10,000 and 15,000, $1,200 
for the mayor and $900 for the commissioners; 
between 15,000 and 20,000, $2,000 and $1,700; 
between. 20, and 30,000, $2,500 and §2,000; 
between 30, and 40,000, $3,000 and $2,500; 
between 40,000 and 60,000, $4,000 and $3,500; 
between 60,000 and 80,000, $4,500 and $4,000; 
between 80,000 and 100,000, $5,000 and $4,500; 
between 100,000 and 200,000, $6,000 and $5,500. 

The expected amendment which would have 
placed Chicago within the provisions of the 
law did not materialize and the last probably 
has been heard of it 

The fate of the bill in the house ig a serious 
problem. Chairman Fred E. Erickson of the 
committee on municipal corporations, has it 
in his power to make or break the measure.

BILLS FOR WOMAN SUFFRAGE 
INTRODUCED IN BOTH HOUSES. 


Catharine Waugh McCulloch Takes 
Advantage of Primary Proposal to 
Advance Cause of Female Ballot. 


Springfield, III., Jan. 11.—{Speécial.}—Votes 
for Illinois women were loaded unexpected- 
ly and surreptitiously into the legislative 
arena today. Catharine Waugh McCulloch 
had a genuine surprise party, with the states- 
men as.unwilling guests. She had introduced 
in the senate and house bills which confer 
the right of suffrage upon all women over 
21 years old at all primary elections and at 
all elections which may be held under the 
commission form of city government law, 
now: pending before the legislature. The bills 
do not extend the right to vote to general 
elections. 

Mrs. McCulloch is positive that the bills 
may be legitimately considered by the extra 
session under the governor's call, inasmuch 
as he provided for an amendment to the 
general election law. 

From a disinterested standpoint, it appears 
that the suffragists have put the Il inois legis- 
lators in a bad hole. The old reliable argu- 
ment which the legislators and the constitu- 
tional lawyers in the legislature always have 
been able to make is that the constitution of 
the state forbids extending the franchise to 
females,/ but the gentlemen who framed the 
constitution of 1870 evidently did not contem- 
plate the possibility of primary elections or 
the commission form of government.” Hence 
there is nothing in the constitution which re- 
fers directly to either of these contingencies. 

At the regular session last winter the senate 
failed by a single vote to pass the woman 
suffrage bill which came in with the charter 
bills and which had the unanimous backing of 
the leaders of the suffrage movement. To 
these same senators, Mrs. McCulloch now is 
making her appeal and to say that the sen- 
ate is uncomfortable doesn't express the sen- 
sation. 

In both senate and house, the suffrage bills 
were referred to the regular elections commit- 
tees and to each of them the promise and 
warning of Mrs. McCulloch was delivered 
that the united forces of the women who want 
to vote will be used against recalcitrant sena- 
tors and representatives. ‘ 

It is urged that the wording of the gover- 
nor’s call precludes the possibility of any 
legislation on the subject, but Mrs. McCul- 
loch, who is a lawyer, is well satisfied that 
her bills are exactly where they ought to be.

MILK PRODUCERS GAIN ALLY 


New Association Joins Protective 
Body on Eve of Fight. 


VOTE PEACE OR WAR TODAY. 


Directors in Chicago to Consider Battle 
with Retailers. 


When the twenty-nine directors of the Milk 
Producers’ Protective association meet today 
in their Ashland block offices to decide 
whether to declare war on the milk trust they 
will have the satisfaction of knowing that 
reinforcements are constantly being added 
to their ranks.

Another district that is out of the present 
association boundaries but which desires af- 
filiation is that of Effingham, 200 miles from 
Chicago and in the St. Louis milk district, 
An organisation is to be effected there 
shortly. 

While the institution. of several central 
ll depots in Chicago, by which the pro- 
ducers can sell directly to the Chicago con- 
sumers will be discussed, it is more likely 
that the first important move to offset the 
present power of the milk trust will be 
the Hshment of cobperative creameries 
at each point in the Chicago district at which 
bottling plants are located. This will mean 
in the neighborhood of thirty-five plants, 
which will be constructed and maintained 
by the local farmers in each instance. 


Boost Independent Creameries. 

A movement to resuscitate the butter in- 
dustry which once made Elgin a national 
center is expected to redound to the pro- 
ducers’ profit. A few creameries that were 
not bought by the Bordens and others are 
still in existence. These have been paying 
higher prices for milk than the trust 
and in addition. giving the farmers the 
skimmed milk, much fancied for food for 
hogs. 

Pet this skim milk usually sells for 25 cents 
a hundred pounds in summer and 30 in win- 
ter, the benefit to the producers under such 
an arrangement is apparent

POLICE CALLED TO SCENE. 


Both Sides Claim Victory, but Prest- 
dent Moulton Holds Keys. 


The Western Life Indemnity company 
elected two sets of directors and officers yes- 
terday with the aid or despite the presence 
of a six foot cop, according to the viewpoint 
of those interested. As an aftermath legal 
proceedings will be in a few days by 
one faction, which elected a set of officers but 
has not control of the exchequer. 

When the smoke of battle on the tenth floor 
of the Masonic temple had cleared away yes- 
terday afternoon George M. Moulton, major 
general, First division, I. N. G., found him- 
self still president.

There was no bloodshed and consequently 
no canceled policies, but there was enough 
nolse to have the Masonic temple in a tur- 
moll. One of the noises was the discharge of 
Alfred Clover, a solicitor for the company, 
who, President Moulton said, had made 
good in his business work but had extended 
it further by getting proxies from the per- 
sons he insured. The insurrection is laid to 
him and remarks were made about nursing 
a viper in the bosom,“ etc, 


smooth Sailing, bu 

The company, according to the president, 
has had smooth sailing since/the court pro- 
ceedings against Mr. Moultqn, William H. 
Gray, founder, and Edward I. Hosenfeld, to 
whom he sold his interest, who e charged 
with disposing of $200,000 of company funds 
about four years ago. By agreement in open 
court Gray agreed to turn over $125,000 if re- 
leased from interest and court costs, but 
failed to pay more than $25,000. This case 
is still pending in the federal Circuit court 
before Judge Kohisaat, 

But the Clover insurgents nearly put one 
over on President Moulton. When the 
annual meeting assembled yesterday morn- 
ing he had about eight present, but proxies 
aggregating 3,888, he says. The opposition 
claims the records show his proxies to have 
been 3,195 and that they had nearly 4,000 
votes in proxies and the forty policy holders 
‘present. 

Before organization a credentials commit- 
tee was appointed, which in twenty minutes 
reported back. The insurgents claim noth- 
ing was said about the committee passing on 
proxies, but the Moultonites differ. At any 
rate when the meeting proceeded and an ap- 
peal was twice taken from decisions of the 
presidegt, he was sustained by voting his 
proxies against the forty insurgents present, 
which the latter claim violates all parlla- 
mentary procedure. 

Insurgents’ Maneuver Fails. 

But one director was to be-elected, but the 
Ingram-Clover faction presented a resolu- 
tion to enlarge the body to nine members, as 
permitted by the constitution. They figured 
on electing the one director and the four 
new ones, and 80 controlling. But President 
Moulton voted.down the resolution, and re- 
fused to look at the insurgent proxies, de- 
claring theirgubmission out of order. At this 
juncture the noise and arguments became so 
loud that a policeman was imported from the 
oentral station, but he had no work to do.

Defects May Be Corrected. 

If the articles of association coniain any 
fnformality or be defective, this informality 
or defect may be corrected.

poration and any Imitation upon Ks powers 
and upon the powers of the directors or stock-

Any corporation organized here- 
under may acquire and hold not less than a 
majority of the capital stock of a corpora- 
tion organized under the laws of any state 
or territory and engaged only in the manu- 
fecture within such state of articles or com- 
modities which the corporation formed under 
this act uses or proposes to use in inter- 
state or international trade or commerce con- 
ducted by it. 

“But no corporation formed pursuant to 
this act shall purchase, acquire, or hold stock

Section Eight Important. 


Section 8 is important. It provides: 

“The business of every such corporation 
organized hereunder shall be managed by its 
directors, who shall, respectively, be share- 
holders therein. They shall be not less than 
five in number, and except as hereinafter 
provided, they shall be chosen annually by 
the stockholders at the time and place pro- 
wided in the by-laws, and shall hold office 
for one year. or until others are chosen and 
qualified in their stead; but by so providing 
in its articles of association or in amended 
articles adopted as herein provided, any cor- 
poration organized under this act may clas- 
sify its directors in respect to the time for 
which they shall severally hold office, the sev- 
eral classes to be elected for different terms: 
Provided, that no class shall be elected for a 
shorter period than one year or for a longer

| Section 10 
“ Every corporation organized under this 
act shall have power to create two or more

Section 13 provides for substriptions to 
stock until the whole capital stock is sub- 
scribed. Every subscriber must pay upon 
subscription 10 per cent pf the amount of his 
subscription in cash. 

Section 14 provides for the “call for first 
meeting of the corporation, which must be 
signed by a majority of the incorporators, 
which notice shall be published at least two 
‘weeks before the meeting in the county or 
town where the corporation is established. 
If all the incorporators waive notice in writ- 
ing and fix a time and place of meeting no 
notice by publication shall be required. 

Section 15 authorizes assessments upon 
shares of stock subscribed payable in cash, 
not exceeding in the whole the par value 
thereof, or, in case such stock shall not have 
a par value, then the amount subscribed 
and agreed to be paid for such stock, and 
‘the same so assessed, shall be paid to the 
treasurer as prescribed, 

Nothing but money shall be considered as 
payment of any part of the capital stock of 
any corporation organized in the case of 
the purchase. of property. 


Stock to Buy Property. 

Secion 16 relates to the issuance of stock 
to buy property.

There are some members of the delegation

delegation. He announced, however, a tew 
days ago that he did not care to continue.

Any person involved in the importation into 
thia country of aliens for immoral purposes, 
or who harbors them afterward, shall be 
deemed gullty of a felony and be punished by 
imprisonment for not more than ten years and 
by a fine of not more than 88. . 


Would Deport Immoral Aliens. 


Any alien found pursuing’ an immoral life 
or involved in the encouragement of the 
white slave traffic shall be deported. . 

Any person involved in obtaining trans 
portation for white slaves between states 
and territories shall be deemed guilty of 
a felony and punished by imprisonment for 
not more than ten years and a fine of 
not more than $5,000. 

Any alien who, after being debarred or 
deportcd from the United States for such 
offenses, shall attempt to return, shal! be 
punished by imprisonment for not more 
than two years. 

This is the most drastic and far reaching 
regulation of aliens ever seriously consid- 
ered by the national legislature. df it passes 
1 will strike a death blow at the foreign 

domestic white slave trade. Foreign 
Sones imported for immoral purposes and 
all persons connected with their importa- 
tion and subsequent harboring will be Mable 
to prosecution at any time. There is no time 
limit on the supervision over aliens in this 
respect. 


Some Democrats Oppose Bill. 
The only opposition that developed to the 
bill today was from some of the democratic 
members, who believe that federal interven- 
tion in the suppression of the white slave 


trale is an invasion of the police powers of 


states to regulate morality. District Attor- 
ney Sims of Chicago belleves that the gov- 
ernment has the power to stamp ot the 
white slave trade, just as it wiped out the 
Louisiana lottery. 

Representative Bennet of New York and 
Representative Adair of Indiana madé ex- 
haustive speeches, outlining the need of leg- 
islating and showing the manner in which 
the proposed law will operate to put ue p&n- 
ders out of business. The princtpal speech 
against the measure was made by Repre- 
sentative Richardson of Alabama. 

The United States government has no 
right to punish persons for acts of immorali- 
ty committed within the several states, he 
said.

Negotiations have been, im progress for 
months to avoid this issue, but an obstacle 
has been reached in the demand of the state 
department for the relaxation of the German 
prohibition against American cattle. The 
German government takes the position that 
these restrictions, founded on veterinary and 
sanitary reasons, cannot be regarded proper- 
ly as discri and that it would be 
as reasonable to expect America to repeal 
or suspend the pure food law as to require 
the German government to disregard the pro- 
visions of the animal importation act. 

Just what this fight Will mean is revealed 
by the statistics of the German-American 
trade for 1908, Germany sent to America in 
that year goods valued at over $160,000,000, 
two-thirds of which’ were dutiable, and on 
these would apply an increased tariff rate of 


On the other hand, America shipped to 
Germany $300,000,000 worth of products. 
Many of these will have to pay increased 
rates of duty after Feb. 7. In 1908 $20,000,000 
worth of American wheat entered Germany, 
and this must pay a penalty of 2 marks for 
each 100 kilograms this year, which prob- 
ably would result in the transfer of all of 
this trade to Argentina, Canada, and Russia.

Heroism in Conservatism. 


“There is a kind of heroism in the life of 
‘Alexander Hamilton, who stood for conserv- 
atism. constructive conservatism, as we look 
upon it in such days as these, for we are in 
a time ot rapidly changing fundamental con- 
ditions today. said he. 

“tt is so easy to be the radical. It is so easy 
to ride the white horse of radicalism. It is 
so hard to take the lash and stand for con- 
structive and progressive legislation in this 
country, because it is always a matter of 
compromise, and therefore the man respon- 
sible for it has got to take his dose of crit- 
iciem. 

“Take Speaker Cannon, the man who has 
been denounced by those who had nothing to 
do with the making of constructive legisla- 
tion, except to criticise; a man put in posi- 
tion where he must bear the burderis of a 
majority and stand without apology for what 
they do. That is the man who represents 
what Alexander Hamilton represented in 
his day. 

“See the disadvantages under which such 
a man as that is placed. As speaker of the 
house he becomes responsible for the legis- 
latlon which goes through the house. Toa 
large extent it is his duty, if he sees a good 
principle embodied in a wrong bill, to stand 
against that bill, whether the principle which 
underlies in a general way the bill be right 
and popular or not. 

Temperance and Conservation. 


“Téemperdnce. No one ever accused him, 
who knew him, of opposition tothe principles 
of temperance; but if embodied in an uncon- 
stitutional bill, it bécomes the duty of the 
man who is responsible, who is a member of 
congress, to stand against a popular prin- 
ciple if embodied in a wrong bill. 

“Conservation. If a bill introduced in con- 
extravagant appropriation, 
means the establishment of a course of con- 
duct which will make it impossible to keep a 
proper check upon the expenditures of that 
department, it becomes the duty of the man 
charged with the responsibility to be against 
that bill until the good principle can be in- 

corporated in a right way. 

And the speaker of the house today, con- 
structively, bears the odium which comes 
from a confusion in the minds of the people. 

He bears the edium of harge that he. 
ig against all these good principles, because 
it is his sworn duty to see that only good 
laws, and laws that we can stand for in all 
time, be put upon the statute book of the 
United States. 

I hold no brief for Speaker Cannon. Win- 
fam H. Taft is doing the same thing today. 
William McKinley did it in connection with 
the Porto Rican tariff. He had said that it 
was our plain duty to have free trade with 
ther than put that measure 
through with Democratic votes and split his

Calhoun Pays Tribute. 

Mr. Calhoun said he did not believe “that 
the full measure of Hamilton's worth or of 
his services to this country is recognized by 
the masses of the people, or that his memory 
is honored as fully and generally as it ought 
to be,” and followed with a brief biography. 
Commenting upon his work as secretary of 
the treasury, Mr. Calhoun said: 

“It was he who organized the system of 
firance upon which the country has largely 
proceeded ever since, and every now and 
then when some question of finance, of gov- 
ernment, of administration comes up which 
troubles and perplexes the public mind they 
go back digging through the musty archives 
of the past and bring forth some report that 
Alexander Hamilton made upon the sub-

RECOUNT IS DEMANDED, 


Majority of Council Elected by 
_ Citizens’ League, Reform 
Organization. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 11.—[Special.]—John F. 
Fitzgerald was elected mayor today by a 
plurality of 1,323 after the largest vote ever 
polled in the city had been cast. Storrow 
served notice tonight that he will demand a 
recount of the vote. 

The election was the first under the new 
charter which provides for a city government 
to consist of mayor and council of nine, all 
nominated by petition of not fewer than 5,000 
signers. : 

The election was the climax of the most 
bitter campaign ever waged here. There 
were four candidates in the field: a 
John F. Fitzgerald, Democrat, who was de- 
feated for resection in 1907. 

James J. Storrow of the firm of Lee, Hig- 
ginson Co., candidate of the so-called uplift 
forces. a 

George A. Hibbard, the present mayor. 

Nathaniel H. Taylor. 

Out of 05,225 votes cast Hibbard got 1,783 
and Taylor 629. Fitsgerald’s total poll was 
47,068 and Storrow's 45,745. 


Plea for Vindication. 


Today's victor was beaten in 1907 after ex- 
posures by a finance commission appointed 
to investigate various charges of graft, and 
the ex-mayor went into the present struggle 
to “ vindicate’ himself.“ 

The whole campaign,’ which lasted six 
weeks, has been waged about the record of 
Fitzgerald, the various commission reports 
on contracts for coal, flagging, crushed stone, 
oil, etc., forming the basis of the Storrow 
attack. The banker candidate used hundreds 
of columns of newspaper advertising to place 
Fitzgerald’s record before the people, and 
tons of literature were put out by both sides.

Attorney Reichmann Tells of 
Pledge Made to Wm. Me- 
Clintock Before He Died. 


HOW WILL WAS DRAWN. 


Mother of Child Millionaire Se- 
lected Mrs. Shepherd and 
Lawyer as Guardians; 


“If anything should happen to me, I want 


tle boy of mine—Billie.”’ 

This was a pledge Wildam McClintock, 
shortly before his death, exacted from Alex- 
ander Reichmann, according to the latter’s 
testimony in Jugge Cutting’s court yesterday. 

The lawyer told of this in connection with 
his suit to prove that Mrs. Julie Shepherd is 
not a suitable custodian for the child million- 
aire. a 

My advice to Mrs. McClintock had always 
been not to appoint any individual sole guar- 
dian of Billie, but to associate some reliable 
trust company with an individual. One day 
shortly before I was to go abroad I got a tele- 
phone message that Mrs. MoClintock was 
seriously ill and wished me to draw up her 
will,” continued Mr. Reichmann. 


Tell How Guardian Was Named. 


“She said that she wanted the Northern 
Trust company and myself to act in conjunc- 
tion as Bilte’s guardians. I hesitated, 

“ She said: ‘ You knew his father for years, 
and you know that he wished it.’ I said then 
that I would do as they both desired. The will 
was dictated by Mr. Judah. I brought it back 
to read to her, and when I came to the 
naming me as sole guardian of Billie’s person, 
I asked her if there wasn't somebody else she 
could suggest.

COAL MINERS TO DEMAND | 
. RAISE IN WAGE SCHEDULE. 


Workers of the Country Are to Ask 
ap Increase That May Boost the 
Price of Coal. 


— —ͤ— 


Coal miners throughout the United States 
are preparing to reopen the question of 
wages after Jan. 20 and a demand for in- 
creased pay is expected. It may cause a 
marked advance in the present prices of coal. 

The stand taken by the miners that they 
need higher wages because of increased cost 
of living comes as a part of the general 
movement of organized labor begun by the 
switchmen and railroad brotherhoods. The 
movement has already spread to include 
practically all branches of railroad labor. 

It is true that the mine workers will take 
up the question of wages.“ said John Fits- 
patrick, president of the Chicago Federation 
of Labor, yesterday. I do not see the ne- 
cessity of higher: priced coal even if the 
miners get increases. When coal which costs 
$7.50 @ ton in the United States can be boug&t 
for $3.20 a ton in Canada there is something 
more than the question of wages which is 
boosting the price.” 

The coal men take a different view of the 
situation. They cannot figure how the miners 


remain at the former prices. 

The Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, 
which began a movement early in November 
to obtain increased wages for ite men em- 
ployed in railroad yards, became suddenly 
active again yesterday, and now is working 
to consider wage scales, while the switch- 
men's union still ie negotiating with the gen- 
era] managers of the railroads:

eago. This defense’ was made in the face of 
the 800 per cent meilon recently cut by 
the Wells-Fargo company. and profits of 50 
to 75 per cent reported to have been made by 

other corporations. 

J. C. Zimmerman, general manager of the 
Adams Express company, and J. H. Bradley, N 
vice president and traffic manager of the 
american company, were the witnesses.

The testimony was largely in rebuttal to 
that presented at previous heerings by Chi- 
cago merchants wo filed complaints against 
the express people on account of the advance 
in the rates charged department stores for 
the delivery of packages to the suburbs. 
after having been in effect for fifteen years, 
the rate of 80 cents per hundred pounds was 

in February, 1907, to 40 cents, and 
in September, 1008, to 50 cents. 


Expense of Business Increased. 

Mr. Zimmerman of the Adams company 

testified that the expense of handling the 

had largely increased, especially in 

states having large cities, and that operating 

did not decrease in proportion to 

increase in volume of business. The railroads 

usually received about 50 per cent of the 

earnings of the express companies, he 

said, end the percentage had been increased 

in t contracts with some roads. The 

reason for the advance in rates, 

however, he said, was the increased termina! 

expense, which is the same regardless of the 
distance the shipment moves. 

Cross examined by Eldon J. Cassoday, at- 
torney for the Chicago Association of Com- 
merece, Mr. Zimmerman proved an unwilling 
witness and dodged many questions by plead- 
ing ignorance of the auditor's system of keep- 
ing the records. He admitted that the mini- 
mum rate applied to Chicago suburban serv- 
ice of 25 cents would take a package from 
Chicago to Denver.

Mr. Kirby's address wae largely a reply to 
a recent implied attack upon his organization 
in an article in the National Civic Federation 
Review. He said in part: 

“There is general complaint about high 
prices of the necessities of life; various rea- 
sons being assigned for the same, chief 
among which are the tariff end the capital- 
istic trusts. 


Lays Trouble to “Labor Trust,” 

“As a matter of fact, the primary, cause of 
the constantly advancing prices of commodi- 
ties of all kinds lies at the door of the labor 
trust, a cardinal prineiple of which is to raise 
wages and restrict production, neither of 
which can fail to diminish the purchasing 
power of the dollar, and when working to- 
gether they doubly depreciate its value.’’ 

Mr. Kirby then recited the formation of the 
Civic federation as a national organization 
by the late Mark Hanna, spoke of its pur- 
poses, and said: 

It was sincerely believed by many that 
the organization would accomplHsh wonders 
in solving the so-called labor problem, and 
for those thus minded I have nothing but 
commendation. 

It soon developed, however, that the af- 
fairs of the organization were being managed 
in the interests of the American Federation 
of Labor, and Samuel Gompers, its vice presi- 
dent, promptly became its commander in 
chief and, with Mitchell and Easley as aids 
de camp, proceeded to shear and trim the 
lambs for their snug repose in the bellies 
of the lions. 


Artful Schemes to Get Names. 


“Artful and cunningly devised schemes 
have been put into effect to retain’ the names 
of prominent men in all. sections of the 
country, and for adding more such names 
to the Ust, the announcement that enroll- 
ment is free being held, out as a. special 
inducement to join in the great welfare and 
civic improvement work of the organization, 
which, if conducted in sincerity and free 
from alliance with an organization of men 
who set themselves above the laws of the 
land, would merit popular commendation. 
and would, doubtless, accomplish some good 
work in which the National Association of 
Manufacturers would be glad to cotiperate.

Of John FErieson—“ The city, engineer, 
John Ericson, was in a position to block 
payment of the claim by declining to 
place his stamp of approval as an expert 
engineer upon it. In view of Mr. Eric- 
son’s professional standing and adminis- 
trative responsibility it is unfortunate 
for bim and for the city of Chicago that 
he did not institute a closer physical ex-

THE MAN TO DO IT. 

The smoke inspector says that some 
thing ought to be done about the. IIII- 
nois Central engines which vongregate 
over against the Municipal Court build- 
sng and make themselves unpleasant. As 
the supply of coke, the smokeless fuel 
‘which the railroad has said it meant to 
use, has given out apparently, the en- 
gines use soft coal. The smoke they 
make finds its way into the courtrooms 
and smudges the records. That is dan- 
gerously near being contempt of court. 
Tes, “something onght to be done,” 
and the smoke is the man to do 
it. The ordinances say that prosecutions 
for the emission of offensive smoke must 
be instituted by him. Nobody else can 
make a complaint which a court would 
consider. A judge, sitting in his couri- 
room, may be a witness of a flagrant vio- 
lation of the orflinances. . He may sec, 
smell, taste, and feel the smoke, but he 
cannot institute a prosecution. That is 
the sacred prerogative of the smoke in- 
spector. Whien he does nothing, nothing 
can be done. 

The Illinois Central will not electrify 
its terminals.

Manifestly the smoke inspector ought to 
‘do something.

LMOST every Liberal politician, in his 


the house of lords in connection with the general!

vote in parliament not by the suffrages of their 
fellow citizens but merely by virtue of their ancestry. 
This is not the case,

him by the sovereign issuing a writ summoning him ,, 


to take part in the councils of the nation, and, no mat- 
ter what the honors he has inherited, he cannot take

. it is quite within the power of the monarch to 


withhold this writ of summons, especially if, in acting 


thus, he follows the advice of his n\nisters for the 
time being. Nor is there any court through which a 
peer from whom the royal writ of summons has been 
Khheld can enforce his claim for admission to the 
nase of lords. This opinion is held by all the leading 
constitutional jurists, and in 1856 Lord Cranworth, as 
lord high chancellor, the highest juditial authority of 
the realm, laid it down as law that the issuing of a 
writ of summons is neither a right nor & privilege that 
can be exacted by a peer, but a power vested in the 
crown, which the latter may exercise or not at its 
pleasure. This view is confirmed by the phraseology 
of the writ of summons, which ig the same today as 
hundreds of years ago, i 
3 
There have been cases, though not within the last 


— 


of summons. The most notable instance that I can 
recall at the present moment is that of the earl of 
Bristol, hom Charles I. refused to summon to par- 
Hament in 1625, Ultimately Lord Bristol induced his 
fellow peers to “humbly beseech” his majesty to send 
him a writ of summons, and as by that time Charles 
was in difficulties with the house of commons and 
wished to propitiate the lords, he gave way and sum- 
moned Lord Bristol, but on the thorough ynderstand- 
ing that it was an nt er grace. 

There is only one @atute which in any way can be 
. rege as testricting the authority of the sovereign 

the matter—namely: The law which prevents the 
oh from issuing a writ of summons to a peer who is 
bankrupt, and which likewise deprives the latter of 
his seat and of his vote until he has secured hie dis- 
charge from the court of bankruptcy. 

On the other hand, a peer may be guilty of the 
grossest misconduct and even of felony, or may develop 
insanity, without forfeiting his seat and vote in the 
house of lords, 80 long as he has the sovereign’s writ 
of summons. His fellow lords’ of parliament have no 
power to expel him from their midst—differing in this 


respect from the members of the house of commons, . 


who have had occasion in each century solemnly to 
expel fellow legislators from their chamber on the 
score of crime. 

Of course it is the custom of the severcign to issue 
writs of summons to peers, and usage is about the 
only plea that could be invoked by a peer who had 
failed to receive his writ, though, as I have pointed 
out above, there is no court competent to deal with the 
matter-——not even the house of lords itself, which is 
the highest tribunal in the land. 

According to Freeman and other historians, in the 
origin the sovereign only summoned to parliament those 
nobles whose advice he considered worth having at 
that particular time, and it did not follow that the 
crown was bound to summon each of these nobles 
thereafter to every other parliament—etill less to sum- 
mon his son and grandson after him. 

But with the hereditary-tendency of the age it grad- 
ually became the custom that if the king once sum- 
moned a man to parliament he and his successors not 


only summoned the man himself but his son and his | 


direct heirs. This usage is the real foundation of the 
hereditary peerage. But it is not statutory, and the 
withholding of a writ of summons would break no law. 
It merely would be inconsistent with usage. 


— 


Lord Dysart has chosen a singularly unfortunate: 
moment for attempting to prevent the public from 


and Petersham, on the ground that his ancestor, the 
first earl of Dysart, received from Charles I. exclusive 
rights for himself and his successors in the erke orf 
ferrying between Twickenham and Ham. 

There is no doubt that the first earl did e a 
concession of this kind from Charles I. in 1643. But 
just at present, when popular sentiment so strongly is 
aroused in England against hereditary rights in con- 
nection with the general election, it impolitic to 
attempt to enforce such a monopoly—el 
Lord Dysart is enormously rich and the disuse of his 
ancient ferry entails a great detour upon those who 
wish to get over to Petersham from Twickenham. 

The first Lord Dysart was Will Murray, who held the: 
post of whipping boy. to King Charles I—an office. 
which condemned him to undergo all the corporal pun- 
ishment which his royal commission deserved. - Charles, 
on becoming king, created his whipping boy baron of 
Huntingtower and earl of Dysart. His daughter and, 
heiress married Sir Lionel Tollemache, and the earldom 
since has been vested in the Tollemache family, which 
enjoys a well deserved reputation for eccentricity. 

The present earl succeeded his grandfather, who was 
a most eccentric miser and who for many years before 
his death lived in sordid lodgings in a grimy street off 
the Strand, quite alone, seeing no one but his lawyer 
and his doctor, never stirring outside, and éntertaining 
such a horror of being seen by any except the two in 
question that his meals, brought to him from a neigh- 
boring restaurant, were pushed through a hole cut in 
his door without the waiter ever catching a glimpse 
of the peer for whom. they were destined. 

In his youth the present earl was so weak minded 
and weak eyed that fears were entertained both for 
his reason and for his sight. He has, however, out 
grown the mental trouble of his youth to such an ex- 
tent that he merely remains eccentric. 

Thus, for instance, some time ago he offered to make 
a large donation. to the Richmond. hospital, near Lon- 
don, on condition that the authorities introduced 
homeopathic treatment, and has distributed. thousands 
of copies of such works as “Reforms Needed in the 
Pulpit” and “Cure for Anarchy“ among the free libra- 
ries throughout the united kingdom. He is an en- 
thusiast.on the subject of Wagner's music, @ declared 
foe of vaccination, and has inaugurated a movement 
against the wearing of evening dress. But he under- | 
stands all about electricity, is an amateur chemist of 
much skill, and has designed a model laundry on his 
Ham estate on the Thames which is run entirely by 
electricity. 

— 


The principal gates of Ham house, his favorite home, 
never have deen opened since they were closed by 
Charles I. himself near 300 years ago. The old Eliza- 
bethan mansion is full of relics of King Charles, in- 
cluding a prayer book bearing an autograph intima- 
tion by Charles that it was a token of affection and 
regard for the first Lord Dysart. _ 

The present earl is not unknown in this country. He 
visited it some years ago, when he attracted consid- 
erable astunishment by his intimation to newspaper 
interviewers that he “did not care tuppence for the 


— 


Ireland,” and that he volced the sentiments of many. 
peers when I say we don’t care tuppence whether 
Canada goes to the United States or remains to Great. 
Britain.“ 

He is married to a daughter of the late George O. 
Newton, but has no children and te separated from his 
wife, who is, I belfeve, the only feminine church 
warden of the unitchi kingdom, holding that office in 
the parish of Croxton, in Cambridgeshire. 

The heir to the earldom is Lord Dysart's sister, Lady 
Agnes Scott, married to Charles Lindsay Scott of Bos. 
worth Park, Leicestershire, while on her death the eari- 
dom will go to her daughter, Miss Winifryd Scott. 
The Tolemache baronetcy, however, goes, on the death 
of the present earl, to his second cousin, Arthur Fred- 
erick Tollemache.

‘As @ youth-I was an industrious young fei- 
low and, unlike many fighters, I never had 
much trouble in making money. When I quit 
the tinsmithing business I was getting $21 a 
week, and that was considered good pay in 
those days. 

I was one of the best semi-pro ball players 
around Boston and played with the Tremonts, 
the Etnas, Our Boys, and several other clubs. 
1 used to get $25 for playing a game.and I . 
got that twice a week. I played first base and 
Tight field and was a good hitter, In 1879 1 
was offered $1,300 to play with the then fa- 
mous Cincinnati Reds in the seasons of 1879 
and 1880. I had the boxing fever, however, 
and did not accept the offer. 

Between my baseball playing and my box- 
ing exhibitions around town I was making 
as much as $100 a week before I was 21 years 
old. 

Having made up my mind to become a 
fighter, I went at it in @ systematic way. I 
never had a teacher. I never took a boxing 
lesson in my life. „I watched other boxers 
keenly and appropriated the best of their 
styles. I was strong and that made it easy | 
for me to experiment. | 


“Cocky?” Woods Proves Easy, 


The first regular sparring match—they 
would call it a fight these days—that I ever 
had was in 1878, when I met Johnny Woods, 
better known as Cocky ’’ Woods, in Cocker 
III hall, Hanover street, Boston, He was also 
a Bostoniah and was a man of considerable 
reputation, having been. matched to fight 
Heenan, the “ Benecia Boy.“ After a little 
preliminary sizing up I planted a clean wal- 
lop on his jaw and he was out. 

You must understand that at this time 
‘practically all championship fights were 
fought under the old London prize ring rules. 
They differ vastly from the Marquis of Queens- 
berry rules that are used today. 

Under London prize ring rules the rounds may 
last one minute or they may lagt ten. Whenever 
either fighter is knocked or wrestled to the ground 
the gong sounds and the round ‘is over. Thirty 
3 are allowed for rest, but the fighters. were 
more apt to get three minutes, That thirty seconds 
of time is supposed to start 2 he moment the 
fighter is placed in his ‘chair e corner of the 
ring. ly the old fighters did a lot of 
*‘atalling.”” For instance, they would fall to the 
ground and the trainers would take plenty of time 
in going to pick them up. These seconds would 
make a chair out of their arms and hands and 
place the fighter on it. They would take all the 
time they could to get back to the corner and then

As he came up in the third I could have finished 
him easily. but Tom Benny and Billy Edwards 
advised me not to do so, as I might hurt him 
worse than I intended. Therefore, I was careful 
and sparred through the last round without trying 
for a 122 blow.
